Slug and Lettuce Fanzine, 

Hello. I'm writing this letter in 
response to a letter you printed in issue 
#8, circa September 1988, in which Bart 
Strummer from RTM Fanzine gave his gripes 
concerning the ups’ and downs about 
publishing. I would like to take this oppro- 
tunity to agree with Bart entirely! This 
is the reason why: in August 1986, a few 
friends and I conceived the idea for a zine 
and began publishing Translucent Lethargy 
Fanzine. For the first few press runs, we 
were printing about 100 copies per issue. Two 
years and 12 issues later, we were cranking 
out mearly 600 copies per issue, many of 
which were distributed by hand. We originally 
printed a price on the cover, but never really 
held out for actual cash in exchange for 
isssues. If readers felt like contributing 
a dollar, thet was great, but if not that 
was okay. But suddenly, copy and postage 
costs rose, almost simultaneously. That, 
in addition to our weakened bank accounts, 
forced us to begin charging the dollar per 
issue to keep the zine going. The reason 
for charging a dollar is this: SOg¢ for copy 
costs and 45¢ for postage, leaving us with 
S¢ left over to help send out complimentary 
copies. And as Bart encountered, I heard 
the usual, "I'm not gonna actually gonna 
pay for your zine!" to which I usually replied 
"Fine, go start your own fuckin’ fanzine, 
cheap ass!" Needless to say, mo ane took 
me up on that offer! ¥ 

What I'm trying to get as is that 
we kept Translucent Lethargy going as long 
as possible, losing Money (but having fun) 
all the while. My friend Tommy, who became 
involved with {T.L. around our 11th ish, keeps 
trying to get me back into publishing, and 
I try to. get me back into publishing, and 
I might if I can ever get the determination 
and (most importantly) the cash. As of yet, 
there wete 12 total issues printed before 
I simply have NO MORE MONEY with which to 
print or mail. Tommy managed to edit and 
fiance a 13th issue, but never really got 
is distributed the way it should have been. 
Multiply 200 mailed issues by 45¢ each and 
you'll know why I sure as hell couldn't mail 
many oute

Negative reaction form opposing inter- 
est is nothing new to Pittsburgh's under- 
ground music scenes A rumber of negative 
exposes have been written and published in 
area newspapers, the music has received nega- 
tive attention from area television stations 
and news media, and arganised protests AGAINST 
the music have occurred outside showplaces. 
REcently, however, the fegative reaction 
has branched out into a frightening new devel- 
oppmente Members of at least three Pitts- 
burgh bands (Battered Citizens, Riot Club, 
and Half iLife) have received pressure in 
one form or another from local white-supremist 
organizations (incidently, all three bands 
promote open-mindedness and racial equality, 


.not to mention that two of the three bands 


either have now or at one one time had black 
personel). The height of this recent devel- 
optment to date was reached on Tuesday, 
March 28 when three men (one of. who claimed 
to be a police-man) siezed and held Daniel 
Klasnick (member of Pittsburgh band DOOMWATCH) 
AT GUNPOINT IN A MOVING VEHICLE. Daniel 
was able to escape the vehicle unharmed, 
but not before being vebally branded "nigger 
lover" and "jew lover" by the men. In add- 
ition, the men condemned the band DOOMWATCH 
and at least two other Pittsburgh bands (Nec- 
Topolis and Bastard Squad) as being destruc- 
tive and dangerous influences upon Pittsburgh 
youth. Anti racist lyrics and those critical
